HAPBOUR DAMAGES 


Four large ships and !nnumer- 
able junks were reported by mid- 
_day to be tn trouble in the Har- 
bour as the result of the very rough 
; weather and the huge waves slash- 
iing the waterfront 


' One of the vessels was reported 


to be a 7,000-ton ship which had 
gone aground on Little Green Is- 
land, some 300 yards from Green 
Island. According to a Police re-~ 
port, the bows Of this vessel were 
firmly embéeddéd on the island 
,The crew have landed on the is- 
'Jand but. due to the ship being 
held fast, the men* could go on 
board and leave as they like des- 
i pite the velocity of the wind and 
‘waves at this point. 


Another vessel of 3,000 tons was 
seen drifting past Mount Davis 
about 12 noon towards the mine- 
fields. Police“and naval craft were 
sent to her assistance. 


Half an hour later, another ves- 
sel was seen drifting towards the 
;minefield in the direction of Kau 
I Chau Island. A river boat which 
grounded on Stonecutters refloat- 
ed itself later In the afternoon. 


An unfinished ship lying off Tal- 
koo Docks dragged ‘her anchors 
and grounded shortly after noon 
at North Point, about 150 yards 
west of the Ritz, in about eight ft.
